1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35

action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Keeling US Patent No. 3.942.1 14. 



Claims read onto Keeling's teaching as follows: 



The claims: 


Keelinq's teaching: 


1 . A motor speed detecting device 

for use between a motor and a system, 
comprising: 

a first input terminal and a second input 
terminal, wherein said first and second 
input terminals are electrically connected 
respectively to a constant voltage potential 
and a ground potential for continuously 
receiving an electrical power; and 


Fig. 2 shows a motor speed indicating 
system 100, which indicating system 100 
is also a motor speed detecting device; 
see column 1, lines 40, 53 and colunin 2, 
line 2 for the word "detector" or "detecting"; 

Fig. 2 shows a motor 30 (or "36" in Fig. 1 
and text); 

Figs. 1 and 2 both show a prior art throttle 
10, which is a system; 
the speed indicating system 100 is 
connected between the existing throttle 10 
and the motor 30; 

Fig. 2 shows a power source D+ and a 
ground, the speed indicating system 100 
has two input terminals each respectively 
connect to the power source D+ and the 
ground for receiving an electrical power; 
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a third input terminal electrically connected 
between said motor and said system, 



wherein said third input terminal receives a 
control signal sent by said system for 
controlling a speed of said motor. 



Fig. 2 shows a third input terminal, this 
third input terminal is connected from the 
base of transistor 100 to the temiinal 60; 
it is noted that the terminal at connection 
dot 60 is located between the motor 30 
and the throttle 10; 

the base of transistor 110 (the third input 
terminal) receives a control signal from the 
throttle 10; 

the throttle 10 controls the speed of the 
motor 30, see column 5, last line. 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicalty disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Clainri 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Keeling. 

Regarding claim 3, Keeling's does not disclose the type of speed control signal at 
terminal 60. However, a pulse width modulation speed control is well known art. It 
would have been obvious to a skilled person in the art to use a PWM speed control to 
control the speed of the motor 30 to achieve the same subject matter as claimed. 



5. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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6. Claims 5-19 are allowable. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
